Describing this splendid Cavalry charge on 
Thursday, Feb. 15, the Daily News Special said— 

A strong position which the Boers had taken 
up was turned at the gallop by 4000 Cavalry, 
who cut the enemy in halves. After half an 
hour’s shelling they were completely demoralised, 
and Kimberley was entered without further 
opposition. 

General French Rode into Kimberley 
at dusk amid the greatest rejoicing. The town 
had suffered greatly during the last eight days’ 
continuous bombardment. The 100-pounders 
were directed wholly upon it, with the intention 
of cowing the inhabitants, whose spirit remained 
unbroken. 

A portion of the garrison on Thursday night 
(Feb. 15) pushed out, with the object of making 
an attempt to take the big gun, the last shell 
from which was fired at a quarter to five. The 
retirement of the Boers was cleverly effected, 
though some ammunition and a spare breech 
were captured. 

General French went out with the freshest 
portion of his forces at daylight on Saturday, 
with the object of clearing the neighbourbjod 
of the town. Only Dronfield continued its 
resistance, though surrounded. The enemy here 
suffered severely, and I witnessed many fall 
under our Maxim-fire. In view of the obstinacy 
of the enemy, General French decided not to 
storm the position with tired troops. During 
the night the enemy, however, evacuated it, 
abandoning their only gun, which was captured 
by the Cape Police. The operations in con- 
nection with the relief of Kimberley were thus 
concluded. Y 

Our total casualties in effecting the relief of 
the town are under a hundred, and our success 
is attributable to the rapidity of our movements, 
which would have been absolutely impossible to 
any but “mounted troops. The garrison and 
civilians, who had been reduced to half-pound 


rations, were entirely unsubdued. Over three 
thousand women and children sheltered down 
in the De Beers and other mines, fifteen hundred 
feet deep, from the shell-fire of the enemy, which 
was avowedly directed at the non-combatants. 

Colonel Kekewich Made a Wonderful 

Defence, 
which was only possible with the aid and 
resources of the De Beers Company. The 
damage to all the mines is trifling in the ex- 
treme. On the arrival of coal supplies all will 
start afresh and soon be in full swing. 

The announcement of the promotion of General 
French and Colonel Kekewich has been hailed 
with delight. ; 

When news reached General French that 
Cronjé's retirement had been stopped on the 
Modder River, he left to join Lord Roberts soon 
after midnight with a portion of the Cavalry and 
Mounted Infantry. 

Lord Methuen Arrived in Kimberley 
on Feb. 20, and is now acting as Administrator 
of the Kimberley district, which extends south- 
wards as far as the Orange River. 

Colonel Kekewich remains in command of tle 
local forces.

Cronjé's laager, full of carts, wagons, ammu- 
nition, and stores, could be plainly seen near the 
north bank.

The shells fell with marvellous precision along |

One shell set fire to a small ammunition- 
wagon, which burned nearly all day. Many 
wagons took fire far into the night, and the 
glare could be seen from a great distance. 

The infantry, too, kept up a terrible fire, | 
which was answered vigorously. The whole 
scene towards nightfall was terribly picturesque. 
Wagons were blazing, and the roar of artillery 
was mingled with the crackle of the infantry-fire.

Bombardment of the Enemy's Position. 


The 18th, 62nd, and 75th Field Batteries, and 
the 65th (Howitzer) Battery, accordingly took 
up a position directly in front of the laager, and 
began a terribly accurate fire, the howitzers 
using lyddite freely. The Boers were seen 
retiring to their trenches in the river-bed to 
seek cover, but no cover could protect them 


from such an accurate, deadly fire. ‘The 
howitzers especially dropped lyddite shell 
with marvellous precision in the very bed 


of the river, and the trenches were soon 
filled with the terrible green fumes from the 
explosive, but the enemy still held grimly out. 
During the night deserters again arrived in camp. 

They were frightened and terribly shaken by 
the awful experience through which they had 
passed. They stated that there was water in 
abundance at the Boer position, but only very 
scanty supplies could be drawn from the laager 
during the night. 

Every opportunity was given to the enemy to 
surrender, but when towards the Tuesday after- 
noon (Feb. 20) they still gave no sign of doing so,

Then followed the most wonderful scene it has 
ever been my lot to witness (remarked Reuter’s 
man). Once before, in Thessaly, I have seen 
110 guns in action, but never such a number of 
powerful guns concentrating their fire on a spot 
about a mile square. The lyddite shells raised 
great clouds of green smoke, which filled the 
bed of the river, while shrapnel burst along the 
edge of each bank, except for a small space 
where the proximity of our infantry would have 
made the artillery-fire dangerous to them. 

Qur shells searched every bush and every 
ravine on the river-banks. The enfilading guns 
must have done terrible execution, yet, in a 
spirit of desperate madness now and again a 
Boer would attempt a sniping shot at one of the 
naval guns, which were firin g at a range of only 
1000 yards. 

On each side of the river lay two battalions, 
the whirring of whose Maxim-fire sounded petty 
by the side of the deafening roar of the big guns, 
which belched death from two long lines on 
either bank. What loss the Boers suffered is not 
yet known.

Scene of the Laager. 

Reuter's correspondent says the scene of the 
fighting is one of the prettiest spots in South 
Africa. The river where General Cronjé was 
ensconced and fighting for his life resembles parts 
of the Thames. The ground all round slopes 
towards the river.

How Colonel Aldworth Fell. 


The Cornwalls and Canadians (wired the Mail 
man in describing the fight on Feb. 18) came 
within reach of the Boer laager, charging the 
trenches together. They captured the first row, 
but had to retire. Here Colonel Aldworth fell 
with a bullet in his head as he was leading his 
regiment.

Buller’s Advance to Ladysmith.

There has been heavy and 
continuous cannonading of the Boer positions. 
Our naval guns are co-operating and are main- 
taining a heavy fire on Bulwana. The Boers are- 
retreating.

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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE QUEEN has sent to Mrs. Birch, of Lymt- 
stone Grange, South Devon, a message of heartfelt 
— on the death of her only son, Captain 
Birch, which occurred but a few months after that 
of her husband. Captain Birch, who was in the 

1st South Lancashire Regiment, was killed on Spion Kop 
with his subaltern, Lieutenant Raphael, while they were 
gallantly trying to rescue a wounded soldier who was 
lying in the line of fire.

On Sheep-Farming. 


NQUIRIES having again reached me respectiag the 
prospects of sheep-farming, I must refer correspondents 
to standard works on the subject. = One, ** Black-faced 
Sheep ” (Scott), was noticed in this column some time 
ago; but since then Vinton's work, much cheaper, and 

dealing with the subject more generally, has been issued at 
a popular price, and this is the one I would advise my 
North Yorkshire correspondent to purchase. In launching 
into sheep-farming, however, it must not be forgotten that 
the farm ought to be of such a size as will admit of at least 
one man's full employment. If the stock is larger than one 
shepherd can look after, or less than sufficient to employ 
two men fully, then there is always a difficulty in keeping 
expenses within proper limits. It may be said that the size 
of the farm is already fixed, and such is the case; but in 
choosing a farm the possible economy of labour is of 
paramount importance, and requires to be carefully 
studied. Mountain farms are of all sizes, and suitable to 
all purses, carrying from 500 up to 10,000 sheep. No one, 
therefore, in want of a farm need be at a loss to find one 
suitable in size to the capital he сап employ in it. The next 
point to consider is the situation of the farm. Distance 
from market has only a small influence upon the value of a 
sheep-farm; yet it is worth considering. Then the nature 
and variety of the soils and grasses have to be considered ; 
also whether improvements are needed in the way of 
draining and fencing, and the condition or state of repair 
of all existing drains, fences, and buildings. The rack of
